Some Siiggcnii'Mifi on 
Hint Jmiiurtiuit 


The question of considerable importance to 


many of the citizens of Newport is, whall the 
largo portion of the city north nnd oast of 
Touro and Thames .streets bu protected from 
lire by a steam lire onizinn. The four steam- 
era now belonging to the city, located on 
Bridge, Touro, Mill and Young streets, wore 
placed whore tliey are many years ago, when 
tho city had very much less population than 
it bus to-day. These engines aro all located 
very near toffotlier, tliu first and fifth being 
loss than a quarter of a mile apart, the sec- 
ond nnd fifth about one-half of a mile apart 
and the first and seventh about three-eighths 
of a mile. 
Of course had tho city been 


tbe size it is now when the engines wore lo- 
cated thoy would not have been placed where 
they are to-day. 


Within n few years past the city has grown 


very rapidly In the region of Broadway and 
new streets thickly covered with houses have 
grown up since tbe engine houses wore placed 
where they now are, leaving all the large 
portion of the city extending from the State 
House to boyoud Bliss road ou Broadway, 
where there are but one or two vacant lota 
the entire diatancoon either side,—Uull-st, 
Maim-ave, Ayraull-st, Cranston, 
Khoile 


Jslaud aud llowurd-aves, Kay-st, Gibbs-ave, 
nil tbe tract between Broadway and War- 
ner-its, Malboue-aveaud the settlement back 
of tha cemetery, iu all representing more 
than one-third of tbe city territory and near- 
ly one-third of the population, without any 
adequate protection from fire. In all this 
region the hydrants are very sparsely locat- 
ed, nnd many portions are so high that there 
is very lit'.Ie pressure upon what hydrants 
there are. If a fire should get started in this 


'locality the building would inevitably be 


destroyed before tho engines could reach the 
place. 


In tho older part of tbe town, in the region 


of Spring and Thames-sts where three of 
the four steamers are located, the hydrants 
are near together, and the water pressure is 
so great that the steamers are of little or no 
advantage. 
This was illustrated at tbe 


Garry fire on Thames-.n, where tho engines 
were used, aud at tbe Hazard fire where two 
streams were thrown from one hydrant, and 
No. 1 engine was not needed nor used. 


Tt would seem that no further dtecns&ior 


wag necessary to show the propriety of adopt 
ing the recommendation made long since by 
the board of firewards that No. 1 engine be 
moved to the second ward, and moreover 
that the money voted for a ward room nnd 
engine house for the third ward he trans- 
ferred to the accond, which has neither en- 
gine house nor ward room while the third, 
whose territorial limits arc tbe smallest of 


• all the wards, has two steamers aud a good 


ward room io the State House. 


\Ve would not by any means advocate the 


removal of No. 1 company. That could be 
made a first class hose company and remain 
where now located, and in that capacity in 
our opinion would do far more effective ser- 
vice than it could with the steamer, while 
the steamer should be removed to some- 
where on Broadway, and an engine house 
and ward room erected with the money al- 
ready voted.

ple to buy « lot instead of using the proper- 
ty already owned, for a borne for the poor, 
than probably the Newton lotjust off Broad- 
way, Is as good and us cheap a place as can 
bo found. Tliis place contains «mie 103,000 


jnitre feet of land and can bo bought for 


$11,000 


.1 is our opinion, however, that there is no 


occasion for buying any lot \\* (he city i< tho 
owner of a suitable locution In tite Freubddy 
liu.d back of the Oceuu llonno, which is 
bringing in but a trilling income, nnd which 
cnu bit more appropriately used for a home 
for tliu poor, Tho twenty thousand dollars 
received from tbe Sute will bo amp'e fur tbo 
otcctiou of suitable buildings, grading tbo 
ground and preparing a 
comfortable and 


commodious homo for all of Newport's poor. 
If the Newton !ut is purchased oloven thous- 
and of tbe twenty thouaaud dollars will be 
expended for land, and the city will bo 
obligud to make auotbor appropriation of 
perhaps twenty thousaud dollars before the 
building Is completed. All these matters 
should 1m carefully coutldered Before any 
vote is tukou.

communication requesting our opinion OM the 
following question of law, to wit: 


"Are the provisions for the election of 


Aldermen and Common CuunuiluiHU in the 
city of Newport, contained in Chapter 451 of 
tbe Public Law*, passed April 2, 1875, and 
in the act In amendment theteof, paused 
March 13, 1883, constitutional in so far us 
they confer the right to vote in tuid election 
exclusively on electors who me qualified to 
vote for the imposition of a tax, or (he ex- 
penditure of mouuy, und do not extend to re- 
gistry voters " 


In reply we have to say thut we are nf 


opinion that the provisions referred to, in MI 
far as thoy withhold the right of voting in 
naid plection!i from the registry voters, or ilo 
notiuciBiidii to them, are iiucoiistitiititital. 
The Con-tinuion, Article II., Section U. con- 
fers on registry voters, 
along witli other 


voters, "the tight to vote in the election of 
all Jvil nfiitiers, und on all questions, in all 
legally organized tnwn or wuid meeting," 
sulij-et to the following proviso, to wil: 
"Thut no JWIMIII shall ut any time bo allow 
ed to vote in the flection of the City Council 
of the city of Providence, or upon any pro- 
position to impo-ta a tux or for ihu expendi- 
ture of money in any town or city, unless he 
snail within the year next iireoiMlliiR have 
pild a tax iis 
d upon bi.t propetty therein 


valued nt least at ono hundred and thirty- 
four d illars." It follows that the re^i.itry 
votpm of the city of Newport have a right, un- 
dor the constitution to vote in tfm election of 
Aldermen and Common ConncilnuMi in said 
city, If tho Aldermen aud Common Council- 
iti 13 u are civil otHcers unless they arp prevent- 
ed by tbe proviso.

The elective frnnr.hise Is 
so broadly and so clearly conferred in tbe 
body of tlie nection that it ought to lie sup- 
ported as conferred, unless it is clearly cut 
down in the proviso. 
It is also true, with- 


out doubt, that the right of viuini: in tlie elec- 
tion of th« Oity Council of the city of 1'utvi- 
dencn wus limited by tint proviso, because the 
City Council bad power to impnso tuxes and 
maicn oxpotidituiep, and thut probably for 
thu same reasons tbo city of Newport would 
have been Included with the city of Provi- 
dence in tlio cum i1 proviso, if it hud I teen in- 
corporated as a city before the adoption of, 
th\) constitution, lint the city of Newport 
had not then hpoti incorporated nnd WUK not 
included, nnd we know of no principle ot 
which it can bn Included now by construc- 
tion. It uiiunot even bu said that It was nut 
purpo^oly .'U'ittnd; for if Ihn authors of (be 
constitution had intended to have tho proviso 
extend to uny city HiibscijUHiitly incorporat- 
ed, they could easily have manifested their 
intent by thu insertion of a few wordy to tbat 
effect. It is to be remembered that the right 
of voting in the election of tho City Council 
of tho ciy of Providence, as it had previously 
existed, was enlarged, not abridged, by tbe 
proviso, for before the constitution (lie right 
wag co u lined to freeholders aud their eldest 
sous. Whereas, to limit the right of voting 
in the election of the City Council of any city 
incorporated since the adoption of the const! 
'.ution, is In effect, to abridge a pre-existint. 
righ'1. 
f"-r --.'in City Council not only has 


powor, iiewlygiren by cimrier, ii> impose 
taxes and make expenditures, but it aucct*fls 
tho Town Council in the prudential manage- 
ment of town uff.urx, and in (be election of 
tbe Town Councils, registry voters participate 
on an eq'in lily with other voters. 
I t is no 


more than fair to suppose Unit tlio authors of 
the constitution, peicoivinn this, concluded 
tbat it wus mi wipe or impolitic to put it in tho 
[lower of thu General Assembly, by a inert) 
change in the form of town or municipal 
government, to withdraw or curtail to any 
extent u ri-tht of voting which had once been 
acquired under the constitution, and thut it 
therefore purposely omitted to subject uny 
city subsequently incorporated to the proviso. 
It remains only to consider the question—if 
nuy question there bR—whetherulilenntm nnd 
common councilmeu aro civil officers, 
Wn 


do not think there can bn any doubt that 
thoy are. They are intniHted with tlie exer- 
cise of very important and responsible civil 
function?, aud if they be not civil ofiicers, it 
i* impossible for us to conceive what town or 
city functionary is a civil oflicer under tho 
constitution. 
In conclusion, therefore, we 


repeat that we aro of opinion that the provi- 
sions referred to, in BO far as they attempt to 
limit the right of voting, as aforesaid, are un- 
constitutional.

The proposition which comes before the peo- 


ple next Wednesday ,toappropriatpS30,000 for 
horses, stable, •He., for the steam fire engines 
and Hook & Ladder truck, should he voted 
down. There is no requirement for so large 
a sum to be expended at one time. 
This 


matter of horses,id to a certain extent an ex- 
periment, and four horses would be an all 
sufficient number to experiment with—two 
for the Hook & Ladder truck aud two fur one 
of the steamers located iu the central part of 
the city—either Nos. I or 5, which should 
run to every alarm of fire. Sucli an arrange 
ment would be ample and could be provided 
for at less than a third of the expense now 
proposed. 
Tn fact we see no need of buying 


even four horses, so long as the city owns 
horses for the street department which could 
just as well besfr.bled near tbe engine houses 
and ready for use In case of an alarm of fire 
at night, and th.it ia tbe time when the 
horses are principally needed.

again the history of the life of Saul, who 
was last seen making havoc of the church 
wherever he could. 


I. A sinner arrested. So great was 


Saul's zeal In persecuting the disciples 
of Christ that, not coutent with what he 
could do at Jerusalem, or, perhaps, flnd- 
1ns that the cruel work would be done 
well enough there without his help, he 
sought to distinguish himself by extraor- 
dinary devotion to the business. In the 
rich, populous and beautiful Syrian city 
of Damascus were runny followers of 
"the way," as the disciples were some- 
times called. Against them he proposed 
to proceed, lest a now center of Christian 
influence should be established there, 
and become too strong to be easily over- 
thrown. 
Of his own accord he went to 


the high priest to obtain from him author- 
ity for the work In which he proposed to 
engage. Thus equipped, as he journey- 
ed he came near that city, and suddenly 
a wonderful brightness, a flashing light 
from heaven, far outshining the splendor 
of the noonday sunlight, burst upon him 
with overwhelming power. 
Ho fell to 


the earth and heard a voice calling him 
by name, and asking, "Why persecutes! 
thou me?" It was no longer a few Gall- 
lean fishermen, no longer a few hundred 
fanatical men and women,no longer even 
a few thousand believers In Jesus of 
Nazareth, whom be was seeking to des- 
troy. One there was, fully Identified 
with the movement, claiming to be so 
truly the soul aud center of it that all 
purseciitlor, of it, in the persons of Its 
followers, was persecution of him, and 
thai One bad 'a power that belongs only 
to God. This, even Smil himself perceiv- 
ed aud undertook to go no further In his 
work. God's ways of calling men lo 
halt in their course, and of leading them 
to repentance aru many and various. A 
violent shiner may be brought to a sense 
of his guilt by severe discipline, while 
another, of a different character may be 
Hist as truly brought by n very different 
method. Zuccheua, the tax-collector at 
Jericho, who, through mere curiosity to' 
see the person of Jesurf, found a place 
for that iu a convenient sycamore tree 
by the way-side, heard something more 
than the mere words with which Jesus 
called him to come down, and, as Mr. 
Moody has tersely said, "somewhere 
between the limb and the ground he be- 
came a Christian."

is a sense of one's guilt ocfore God, and 
conviction seized hold of Saul'a mind at 
once. The light from heaven revealed 
anto him the blackness of his own heart, 
tlie fearful nature of the work in which 
be was engaged, and as lie fell to the 
ground, he was smitten by a sense of his 
own wickedness, :is well as liy the pow- 
er of tlie Divine Presence. 
In tlie inten- 


sity of liis consciousness of his sin and 


I the awful innjesty of the 1'owerhover- 
ii!' over him, he softly asked, "Who art 
hou, Lord?" With infinite, soul-pene- 
ruling tenderness ;he Voice replied, "I 
m Jesus whom thou persecutes!." Well 
Saul knew with whom he was measuring 
rms; well he knew what must be the 
onscquenccs to himself if he persisted 
n the course he had marked out for hlm- 
elf. 
Never slow to follow a course of 


easontng to its conclusion, he saw at 
jnce what the next step ought to be and 
lulckly resolved to take it. He asks the 
all-iniportantquestion, "Lord, what wilt 
hou have me to do ?"
